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In an agent for oxidative dyeing of human or animal hair, which is prepd. 
immediately before use by mixing (a) a cream, gel or powder dye base 



contg. an oxidn. dye and (b) an oxidising agent, and bringing the pH to 
8.0-10.5, the freshly prepd. agent contains a micro- encapsulated 
acid- reacting cpd. in an amt . to shift the pH of the dye into the weakly 
alkaline (pH not above 8), neutral or acid range; the encapsulating 
material for this cpd. is soluble in the alkaline dye agent, or at least 
its wall strength is weakened so that in 10-60 mins . , the acid-reacting 
cpd. exudes into the dye agent, opt. on application of mechanical stress 
USE/ADVANTAGE - Dyed hair is re-dyed by applying the dye compsn. to 
new hair growth, and then combing it into the already dyed hair strands 
and tips. Damage to the hair caused by repeated dyeing is lessened. 
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
